THE MAIL SERVICE. 
Sensible Viewsos Railroad Matters 
by Mon. G. G. Hubbard. 


& During thesession of the Southern 
railway and steamship association, It being as- 
certained that the United States Postal railway 
commissioners were in the city, they were invi- 
ted to be present at the meeting of the associa- 
tion. Upcm being introduced, Hon G@G Hub- 
bard, chairman of the commission, delivered 
the fellowing pointed and pr.ctical address: 

Gentlemen of the Convention:—The Postal 
Railway commission are exceedingly happy to 
moet with you on tnis occasion, and are fortun- 
ate to see so many of the representative rajlroad 
men of the south. We were informed at Louis. 
vitle that this convention was to be in session. 
and, therefore, hastened on, postponing our ap- 
pointment at Nashville that we might have a 
full conference with you. 

Personally, I haye heard of the organization, 
and of the objects of this association from my 
friend, the Hon. Chas. Francis Adam. Jr., and 
I can assure you that all its pruceediags are 
watched with very great interest in the hope 
that it may cffer a solution to many difficulties 
in our railroad system. If you can carry out 
your work to a successful issue you will perform 
a great public benefit; 

The old saying of George Stevenson, which 
so long was snpposed to be true, that competi- 
tion was impossible where combination was pos- 
sible, has thus far proved to be untrue in this 
country. 

I think every one who take: a broad view must 
know that the public interest cin not in the 
long run be obtained through competition. It 
is true that some interests are promoted by com- 
petition, but low rates are almost invaria»ly 
followed by higher rates. While the competi- 
tion contiaues a few are benefitted. But those. 
as you al] know, are oniy those who live at the 
terminal points while the interests of all on the 
lin’ of the road, and they are nine-tenths of the 
whole, are sacrificed. 

There are so many conflicting interests among 
the roads you represent, aud the business to be 
divided among whole is 8s) small that it must be 
very difficult for you to maintain harmony. It 
can only be done vy giving ateolute power to 
some one a-:d following his directions implicitly. 

This special commission on railway mail 
transportation was appointed under act of the 
last congress by the president of the United 
States that they might examine inato the wants 
of the mail service in various parts of the coun- 
try to see what if any, additional) facilities were 
neeessary for the better transmission of the 
mail, and to ascertain what adequate rate of 
compensation should be paid by the postoffice 
department to the railroads. 


The act requires us “to examine into the sub- 
ject of transportation of the mails by railroad 
companies, and report te congress such rules 
and regulations for such transportation and 
rates of compensation therefor as shall, in their 
opinion, be jsut and expedient, and enabie the 
department to fulfill the required and necessary 
service for the public.” — 

We are not in any way connected with the 
postoffice department, nor with congress, nor 
with any railroad corporation. The membersof 
the commission were selected, I believe, beeduse 
they were not interested in either of these de- 
partments, that they might hear and decide in- 
dependentiy upon the merits of the case We 
are not railroad men, and, therefore, wish from 
yon information which shall enable us to reach
